of L' fe, which is not of the Father, rhat that which is of the 
Father may be received and have anentrance int every vetlel, 
O he notliited up with a vain mind; and let Ba/aam be {lain 
that erreth trom the Spirit, and raiſeth ſtumbling-blocks : and 
fuch as keep 10: their firſt habitation in the Power of God and 


his Truth, become Enemies to ſuch as be Heirs of the King- 


dom and the Power of an endleſs life, Therefore all Friends: 
and People, mind that which firit convinced you, that Power 
>f God which firſt awakened you, and ariſe and live in it,that 
ill your eyes, minds and hearts may be kep: fingle and naked 
; God aid one another, and uncloathed of all that which js 
contrary, and 1s got up fince: forthe Secd and the Life of 
{{rijt 7rfus reigns and rules, Giory to him tor ever, 
I have been i:©capable to write or receive Writing a long 
time, or to ſpeak or be ſpuken to, but ave been as a Man 
buried alive, ard the Sepulcher watched as with a Sword and a
